Notwithſtanding this, ſome have ſeverely cenſur d his 
Conduct in this Affair, as if it proceeded from Careleſſn:ſs and 
Indiſference in Religious Matters; and to render him more in- 
famous, have invented a new Name for this Sin, and call'd it 
Gallioniſm. But I hope to juſtify the Deputy's Behaviour, and 
to ſhew, that what he ſpoke on this Occaſion, was wiſely ſpoke ;

Opportunity of ſearching after Truth, of being inſtructed by 

St. Paul in the Principles of the very beſt of Religions; yet 

he negle&ed and deſpiſed that Seaſon, and we do not find 

that he had afterwards another Offer of that nature; and 

ſo he continued a ſtupid Heathen to the Day of his Death.

Twas none of Gallio's Buſinzſs ſo to 
do; not as if it was unlawful in it ſelf, or as if no Roman 
Magiſtrate before him had concern'd himſelf about Matters 
in Religion; for Romulus, Numa, and all of them had till 
exerted their Power to propagate the ſame, and theſe were 
Patterns to dire& him how to proceed : But becauſe Chr;-

and he being willing to live at eaſe, and undiſturbd, 
ſoon put an end to the Hearing of that Caufe. But it does 
not follow, becauſe Gallio had no Law to direct him, that 
therefore all Chriſtian Magiſtrates have none, or ought. to 
have none to this very Day; or, becauſe this lazy Heathen did 
not act in religious Matters, that our ſupreme Magiitrate 
ouglit not to interpoſe his Authority when it is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for the Preſeryation of our holy Religion. On this 
Account (a) a learned Divine reckons Gallio among wicked 
Magiitrates, who will not take Coznizance of Cauſes which con- 
tern the Worſhip of God, as if theſe only concern'd them, which 
belong to the ſeconi Table of the La.

Magiſtrate ; this is alſo the T3:le of his Sermon: But in my 
Opinion, it ought to have been calPd, The NATURE of the 
RESTRAINT of the OFFICE of the CIVIL MAGISRATE ; for 
I am ſure, the Doctor herein reſtrains the Civil Magiſtrate 
ſo far from having any Concern about Religious Matters, that 


I wonder he has not expreſly reſtrain'd him from the Power 


of having ſo much as a Chaplain about him, for thus ſome 


People ſerv'd the (b) Royal Martyr; but alas! this wow'd 


alſo ireſtrain the Doctor from Preferment. Behold what 
narrow Bounds he allows the Civil Magiſtrate : "Tis plain, 


that Civil Government was inſtituted for the Preſervation and 
Advancement of Men's Civil Intereits, for the better Security 
of their Lives, and Liberties, and external Poſſeſſions; and 


this is all that the Prince has to do according to this Do- 


ctrine. But I hope to make it appear, that the Office of the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrate may really be extended beyond the 
Doctor's Limits, as : Wa” 

I. It's the Office of a Chriſtian Magiitrate to encourage and 
protect good Men in the Exerciſe. of Religion, both by his 
own Example and wholſome Laws, and to puniſh thoſe 
who deſpiſe and blaſpheme it. |

Tis well 
known that Joſhua, the Judges, King David, Solomon, Aſa, 
Jehoſbaphat, Joaſh, Hezekiah, and others, deſtroy'd Idolatry, 
kill'd the Idolaters, erected Altars, order'd the Courſes of 
the Prieſts, built and repair'd the Temple, collected and diſ- 
pos'd of Mone) for thoſe Charges, caus'd the Paſſover and 
other Religious Duties to be ſolemnly celebrated, and 
vrought a glorious Reformation in true Religion, when the 
Prieſts and Levites were negligent in their Office. Neba- 
chadnez=ar, Cyrus, Darius, Artaxerxes, the King of Nineve, 
Alexander the Great, and Seleucus, & c. made Decrees thro? 
all their Dominions to Worſhip the true God, they ſet his Peo- 
ple at Liberty, order'd them to rebuild the Temple to the Lord 
God of Heaven, allow'd Timber, Salt, and ſuch like Charges 
tor the Sacriſices out of their own Treaſury, they requir'd 
the Prayers of the People of God tor themſelves, their Fami- 
lies and Dominions, they protected them from their Adverſa- 
ries, and appointed ſolemn Faits, &c. Lycargis, Numa and 
Solon, made Laws concerning Religion in Athens, Rome and 

Sparta: Timoleon, Auguſtus and others, rebuilt and endow'd 
all the Temples that had fallen into Decay in Crete and _ 
ome. 
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Rome. (a) Judas Maccabeus repa ird the Breaches, purchasd 
holy Veſſels and Inſtruments for the Service of the Temple, 
pull'd down the Idols, and cleanſed the Sanctuary from the 
Profanation of Ant iochus Epiphanes, choſe Prieſts of a blame- 
leſs Converſation; and appointed an Anniverſary Feſtival in 
Commemoration of the Reparation of the Temple, Which 
our Saviour honour'd with his own Prefence, Jo. x. 22. Cons 
#antine publiſh'd ſeveral Edicts in Favour of Chriſtian Reli. 
gion, granting to all Profeſſors the free Exerciſe of it, he de- 
ſtroy'd the Idol Temples, reſtor d the former Places. of Mor: 
ſhip to them, and built ſeveral nem magnificent Churches, gave 
great Gifts to them, he commanded fine Copies of the Bible to 
be made; when the Hereſy of Arius infected the Church, he 
aſſembled the fir5# general Council at Nice, conſiſting of 318 
Biſbops from all Cuarters of the Empire; he baniſh'd Aru 
and burnt the Boots of that Heretick, he ſettled the Time 
for the keeping of Eaſter, and made many good Lams tor the 
Diſcipline and Government of the Church: Yet he neglect- 
ed not the Civil Affairs, but demonſtrated a paternal Care 
towards all Perſons; and therefore all Nations highly ap- 
plauded and unanimouſly acknowledged he Was a Common 
Good beſtow'd upon Mankind by God's Favour and Mercy.

turn'd ſome Heathen 'Temples into Chriſtian Churches, built 
and endow'd others at his own Charges. (c) Ethelbert very 
kindly receiv'd and maintain'd Augustine and his Compa- 
nuions, King Edward Con feſſor built and granted great Pri- 
vileges to the Abby of Weitminiter, and made many excel 
lent Laws for the Benefit and Protection of the Church,

On this 
account,Chriſtian Magiſtrates are called God*s Miniſters and 
Servan:s, and they that fear him, will aliv honour him, 
and puniſh Iniquity more for the Love of Go p, than for 
the Damaze they do to private Perſons, page 7. 

Io make this Aſſertion good, the Doctor advances 
another notorious Falſhood, page 8. For there being no ſtand- 
ing Law of God, which has annex d any Civil Puniſhment to 
any Sin, (if perhaps we may except Murder) this is the cnly 
Rule the Magiitrate has to direct him in his puniſhing Offen- 
ders. Tis ſtrange the Doctor ſhould tell us, there's 20 fland- 


ing Law of God againſt any Sin, whereas Murder is mark'd_ 


out for a Civil Puniſhment. Gen. ix. 6. Which is one of

large from the 21, 22, 23, and 24. Chapter of Exodus, 
the 22, 23, and 24. of Deut.

v. 21, 22. There our Saviour aſſigns ſeveral Kinds of Pu- 
niſhment according to the Hainouſneſs of the Crime: 
He made a Sco ug: of ſmall Cords (according to the J-wiſh 
Cuſtom of Scourging,) Deut. 25. 2. And drou toe Traders 
out of the Hoſe of God. Jo. 2. 15. a fit Puniſhment indeed 
for thoſe Wretches who tranſgreſſed Gos Law. Levit.

| "(© Godwyne's Moſes & Aaron, L. 5. 0 8, 9. 
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Sword; ſeeing all Murderzrs do not actually periſh by the 
Sword, our Lord muſt certainly ſpeak of the Right which 
the Magiſtrate has to puniſh Criminals even unto Death, 
for the Sw:rd is an Inſtrument of Corporeal pat 
not of a Pecuniary Multt. If I be an Offender, (ſays St. Paul) 
or have committed any thing worthy of Death, I refuſe not to 
die; and upon Examination his Judges found that he had 
done nothing worthy of Death or of Bonds, (i. e.) ſuch Crimes 
as by the Roman Law are puniſhable capzzally or by Im- 
priſonment. He aſſures us, that Rulers are arm'd by God 
for that very End. Rom. ili. 4. They are @ Terror to Evil- 
Daers, bear not the Sword in vain, and are oblig'd to Execute 
Vrath upon him that doth Evil. Let none of hon (ſaith 
St. Peter,) Suffer as a Murderer, as a Thief, or as an Evil 
Doer, or as a Buſy-body ; yet if any Man {1 Her as a Chriſtian, 
let him. not be aſhamed. From all this it appears, that 
God has made certain Laws and enacted diyers'Puniſhmes!s 
9 the Tranſgreſſors thereof which is for his on 

lory: And therefore the Doctor's ſubtile Diſtinction, or

This looſe Peſeription of Religion, as TGippoſe, is in- 
tended to pave the way for another like it, and that is (4) 
of Religion as it was in the State of Nature; wherein (he

But all this is 
very abſurd and unaccountable, for our firſ# Parent being 
ſenfible of the Miſery into which he had plung'd himſelf, 
repented truly of his Sin, accepted the joyful Promiſe of a 
Meſfiah, and by Virtue of his Paternal Authority, inſtructed 
his Family in the true Morſbip of God, he aſſembled them to- 
-gether for that End, and taught them to offer Sazrifices : 
Therefore, tis faid; Cain and Abel brought their Offerings, 
1. e. to Adam, who facrificed them to the Lord in their 
9 Names, Gen. iv. 3. Cain and Lamech were certainly afraid 
of human Power and outward Force, for their Fratricide and 
Polygamy, whereby they had tranſgreſs'd in the Law of Na- 
ture, they were alſo excommunicated from the Society of 
the Church then in Adam's Family. In the Days of Enos, as 
Mankind multiplied on the Earth, they began to worthip 
God in publick Afſemblies. Noah was a Preacher of Right- 
eoufueſs, he built an Altar, and ſacrificed Offerings thereon 
to the Lord. Abraham commanded his Children, and a very 
numerous Houfbold after him, to keep the way of the Lord, 
| -and to do Juſtice and Judgment. This was afterwards re- 
daucꝭd into a Law by Moſes, Deut. 6. 7. And thus the fert So- 
cieties of Mankind, were under the Direction and Authority 
of Adam, Seth, Enos, Noah, Abraham, and other inſpir d Pa- 
triarchs, who were inveſted with the Primogeniture and Sa-. 
cerdotal Office, until Jacob ſettled the Regal Power in the Tribe 
of Judah; and Moſes the Prieftly in that of Levi. (a) Thus the 
whole Earth was of one Language, and of one Speech, 10 of one 
Religion under the Patriarchal Diſpenſation, for 1757 Years 
and more, till Joxorance, Barbarity and Idolatm increas d upon 
the Diſperſion of Nations throꝰ the World. '

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The Doctor comes to enquire, (a) whether any Alteration 
was made in this Caſe by the Inſtitution of Civil Government; 
And anſwers it in the Negative, Men did not at all ſubmit 
themſelves in Religious Matters to the Will of the Civil Magi- 
ſtrate, as they ſubmitted their Perſons and Properties to be diſ- 
rod of by him for the obtaining the End of Society, &c. But 
at the Beginning of Civil Societies, (b) the Will of their 
Princ:s was the only Law, and among other Things they 
always took Care of Religions Matters; as appears from 
the Patriarchs already mention d. * Ninus ſet up the I- 
mage of his Father Belus, or Nimrod, and caus'd it to be 
worthipped : This was the Origine of Idolatry, and ever 
ſince both Prieſts and People among the ancient Babylonians, 
Fgypiians, Grecians, Romans, and other barbarous Nations, 
ſubmitted to the Inſtitutions and Ordinances of Religion that 
was eſtabliſÞ'd and authoriz'd by their Princes. Did not 
Abraham ſubmit himſelf to Melchiſedeck, Aaron to the Laws 
and Ordinances of Moſes © Did not the Prieſts and Laity ſub- 
mit themſelves to the Directions given them by Joſhua, Da- 
vid, Solomon, Cyrus, Artaxerxes, and other Princes, concern- 
ing the Celebration of Circumciſion, the Paſſover, and other 
Feſtivals and Religious Solemnities, the Service of God in the 
Temple, the Rebuilding of it, and other Religious Matters? 
Did not the Primitive Chriſtians freely and cheerfully ſub- 
mit to the Conſtituticns, Laws and Edicts of Conſtantine, and 
other Chriſtian Princes? Ought not we then much more to 
ſubmit ourſelves to the wholeſome Laws that have been made 
and ſupported for that End, by the Approbation and Au- 
thority of our Monarch, who is a Nurſiug- Father, and a 
Gaardian to the Church of Chriſt ?

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The Scope and Deſigh of this Sermon being ſo wicked, the 
Concluſion can t be ſuppos d to be very good: [He that pleads fo 
much for Gallio, muſt certainly be guilty of Galluniſn; He that 
contends ſo zealouſiy for all Sorts of Nonconformiſts, can't be ex- 
pected heartily to befriend the Church by Law Eſtabliſbed; one 
thar endeavouts to abridge the Pom of the Chriſtian 2 
' Eannot be thought to conſent ſincerely to the Suppreſſion and 
' Puniſhment'of Vice and Immorality. He char ſays at one time 
' Religion is not his proper Buſineſs, nor ought be directly to intend it in 
the Execution of bis Office and afterwards, Let bim take care to con- 
form bis -own Conſciens? to the gw: of God, He (I ſay) that utters 
(ſuch Contradictions, cant be eſteem'd an accurate Philoſopher, 
or a Comſcientiom Ditine. But paſſing by theſe. and other Abſurdi- 
ties, I find one good Inference from his Text, Let the Miniſters f 
the Goſpel keep to their Duty, Let them preach the Goſpel of Peate, 
and not ſound the Tnumpet of War. Let them mind their own Buſineſs, 
- which is the Salvation of Men's Souls, by teaching aud perſuading them, 
rb by rbeir· Hoctrine and Example;' bub publickly and privately 2b p 
- 9 \Ungodlineſs, and Worldly” Luſts, and to live rightecuſly, 'ſoberly and 
godly in this preſent World. ©. Let them not ſtreteb themſelves beyond | 
» their Line, "by meddling. with the Affairs of State, and make tbhem- 
ſelves more Miniſters of the Government, than Miniſters of the Goſpel 
f CHRIST. Tis a good Obſervation indeed, I wiſh it were 
pr actis d by every one of us; for l'm ſure Diviniiy is à Field 
large enough to employithe beſt of us all the Days of our Life; 
then we ſhon'd have leſs Paper- Mar and fewer Diviſions in Chureb 
and State. But ſeeing the Preacher is in the greateſt. degree 
guilty of the very ſame Fault which he reproves in other Clergy- 
inen, I wou'd ſeriouſly recommend one Text mote; Tis this, 
Tbou Hypbchite, fuſt caſt out the Beam out of thine own Eye; and Then 
ſhalt thou fee clearly to caſt out the Mite of thy Brother's He. Mat. 
vii. 3. But ſeeing the Doctor is ſuch an Advocate for Hearhens, 
he may preach upon thar Diſtich of old Cato. 16.1Y.80
